Too Much Legislation. 


Vice- President Marshall thinks Congress has enacted 


enough important legislation for the present and that it can 
now afford to rest for a while, so far as .weightyjnallers are 
concerned. He said this while speaking .of the passage of the 
tariff and currency laws, which, in his opinion, will go far 
toward solving the country's problems. For this 
1 reason he 


believes there is no need of furlhcr;'anli-trust legislation at the 
present lime. 


Whether Congress and the country will agree with him in 


this view may .-.be', a.question, but in discussing the situation 
the vice president .said one thing which is worthy of attention. 
In expressing the opinion that the tariff and currency laws 
will relieve the country of its chief troubles, and in advocat- 
ing a period of comparative rest in legislation until the results 
are known, he said: "Let's watch Die patient under the trcat- 
. menl. If these remedies do not work;then we can change the 
treatment." 


That is a course that might profitably be followed by most 


of the states as well as by the Federal government. One 
trouble of the present day is that legislation comes along lo'o. 
fast. The people are mipaticnl, ancfif reform or great im- 
provement does not immediately follow Ihc enactment of a 
law there is clamor for more law and the law makers provide 
•it. The result is Ihe piling up of legislation until the volume 
of laws is far greater than the results achieved, 


The vice president's idea of "watching the palicnl under 


the present treatment" before resorling to further treatment 
is as sound in legislation as i| is in Ihc.fiqki of medicine, and no 
one questions ils soundness"tlrcrfc.

—of, by and for Ihe people, and as a form of government in 
which the individual must be always recognized, He declared 
that it .is the duly of Ihc people of this country lo work out 
Hie results of democracy, which have nol yet been fully at- 
tained. He defined democracy as "Ihe organization of society 
on Ihc basis of respect for "Ihc individual, recognizing Ihe 
worth of each and his bcsl development." 


There can be no dissent froln Rabbi l-'leishcr's views on the 


nature and spirit of democracy, 
hie is right when he says thai 


Ihe democra(tc.idenl has nol'.ycl-.bcQii-;fully' realized and: that 
self-government has riot yet: been'attained in full. 
He is also 


right when he says thai i'ailh in Ihc individual is essential lo 
the mutual rcspccl and co-operalion which inust underlie all 
Irnc success in democracy. There must be I'ailh in our fellow 
men and a belief in human progress, all musl work for the 
wclfiirc'of each and each for Ihc-welfare of all. 


Rabbi Flcisher looks, as docs all the world, upon America 


as'the stage for the perfect development of true democracy, 
and believes thai such a democracy will be developed here. 
Without, it, he declares, the government might live and thrive 
for a time, though eventually it would go down like Babylon, 
Greece, and Rome; but with genuine democracy, realized 
upon the basis of respect for the individual, America will de- 
velop and progress as long as humanity exists. 


These are sound views and .worthy of the attention of 


who lake pride in (heir country and have faith in ils future. 
Under our form of government-there arc. 'disappointments and 
discouragements at limes, but if Ihc people slant! true lo their 
ideals and lo (he spirit of-genuine democracy all will be well, 
and the future of this favored land .will be. far greater and 
grander than Ihc present or the past.

the most efficient condition possible and its employment to a greater n-

tent than heretofore as a means of training men for military service. 


Wo see no evidence of war, but we must judge the future very largely 


by the past. Wars have occurred incident to natural causes which have-.-, 
existed 'and which will always exist; causes which can no more wholly be 
controlled .than the seasons. Tho present force, filled with the clticlont 
national guard, would give the United States in the first stages of war only -,. 
about one hundred and fifty thousand .effective troops, whereas the first

mobilization would require six hundred thousand. Unless advantage !s 
taken of the time of peace we'wlll be so unprepared that effectual resist-..,, 
ance'wlll be Impossibleu ntil we have assembled, organized and trained '^ 
volunteers, a matter of months under .the most favorable conditions.
